MOMTBIAL, Can., April S.—Ex-Pre- 


mier Mercter, of Quebec, spoke her* 
lut night on the future of Canada. 


Mercier was 'prime minister ot thl* 


province from IBM to 18*1, when hi* 
government wu dismissed by Lieut- 
Oov. Angers for gross corruption In 
connection with the Bale des Chalalera 
railway deal. The lieutenant-govern- 
or's decision created a *enaatlon>t the 
time, and Mercier posed u a martyr 
and appealed to the province to vindi- 
cate him. 


The people, however, by an over- 


whelming majority ratified the non- 
tenant-governor's action, and Mercier 
and his party were almost wiped out of 
existence. Since then Mercier has been 
a dead man politically. He is seeking 
to re-establish himself by espousing the 
cause ot Canadian Independence and 
yesterday made the [opening speech of 
his campaign. 
The speech was de- 


livered at Sohmer park, a popular re- 
sort and an admission f*e wu charged, 
the proceeds being devoted to the erec- 
tion of a French-Canadian hall in Mon- 
treal. 


Owing to his recent political misfor- 


tunes Mercier has Buffered considerably, 
and his speech, which he has been care- 
fully preparing for months, lacked the 
fire and vigor of former days. It was, 
however, a careful study of the ques- 
tion that is now agitating the Cana- 
dian public. In the course of his ad- 
dress Mercier said: "I do not need to 
tell that I propose to deal with my 
subject freely, without fear and with- 
out feebleness, and also without hatred 
toward England, and with all respect 
that is due to one of the greatest na- 
tions on the globe. I am French by 
origin, education and sentiment, but I 
am not an anglophobe. I admire En- 
glishmen, but England has been indif- 
ferent to us. I admit tnat It has done 
good to us, but I believe that It has 
done more harm than good." 


Mercier claimed that the union of 


upper and lower Canada had been ac- 
complished with the hope of wiping 
out the French element, but it had not 
succeeded. As to the confederation, he 
declared this scheme had also been 
framed in a spirit hostile to the French 
element In the place of the several 
provinces of the Dominion being sov- 
ereign like states of the American 
union, it was sovereign chief power 
which had been ceded to the federal 
authorities. 


Millions of dollars which had be- 


longed to the province of Quebec had 
also gone into the federal cheat and 
bad served to enrich the province. 


Mercier continued: 
"I understand 


and you understand all the responsi- 
bility that I assume; all the animosity 
to which I expose myself and dlshon- . 
est and malicious attacks to which I 
will be subjected because Idare to look 
the future of the country in the face 
and deal with it squarely. But I will 
expose myself with a light heart to all 
those dangers. AH I ask before lam 
hanged—if I am to be—ia to be hanged 
with the signers of the annexation!*! 
manifests of 1889, as well as the Tory 
leaders who are now urging Orange- 
men to resist home rule." 


As to the great question before them, 


Mercier said the Canadian people had 
arrived at a stage in their career when 
they must make up their mind u to 
what their future waa going to be. A 
study ot this grave question resolved it- 
self into a choice of one of the follow- 
ing 
A continuation of the status quo, 


political union with the United States 
or independence. Imperial federation 
had never been taken to seriously 
in this country, and it has just 
received 
its

Eutopian idea. Let us examine other 
alternatives. Should we or rather can 
we remain in statue quo. I do not be- 
lieve so. The political constitution 
which we have had since 1867 was In- 
tended by its founders only as a tem- 
porary arrangement simply as a mean* 
to prepare us for a grander and more In- j 
dependent. In grouping various En- 
glish colonies in British North Amer- 
ica under one government, the states- 
men who claimed the confederation 
have as their aim to render us so 
strong by the number of our population 
and extent of our territory that we 
would be worthy of the respect of other 
nations and capable of making such 
satisfactory conditions. This idea wu 
finally expressed in a speech, delivered 
by the father of the confederation. 
"If we continue in our colonial condi- 
tion," he said, "we recede; if we break 
the colonial tie we will advance." 


As to political union with the United 


States, Mercier said: "For many peo- 
ple the immediate entrance ot Canada 
into the American Union I* the only 
solution to the problem that the future 
of Canada present*. Nevertheless as 
political union may become the ulti- 
mate end of our destiny, it necessarily 
bas its place in a study of the ques- 
tion, and I approach this burning sub- 
ject without fear or reticence. That 
in certain respect* inch a union would 
be of advantage to us wu Incontestable 
to all serious men. The advantage* 
were to be found in a moral and mater- 
ial sphere. In tho material sphere th* 
commerce of the west and the more ad- 
vantageous working of oar mine* and 
forests, the improvement to our agri- 
cultural industry, and especially to 
our manufacturing industries, which 
would be assured of a market among 
•5,000,000 people. Demolish the polit- 
ical wall which separates us from th* 
United States; destroy the condition 
that keeps American capital oat of our 
country and you would have, an 1»- 


pmrlngof riches that womM surpass 
the matt sanguine expectations. Min- 
eral property, industrial shares, gov- 
ernment and municipal titles would 
doable in value, and thus would In- 
crease the richness of the people. 
Canadians would not immigrate to the 
United States, owing to laziness or 
want of patriotism. It is necessity 
that chases them from the country; 
that makes them to take the road to 
the United States, when they find what 
they are not able to procure bare- 
that is, work, money, comfort, success 
and 
advancement in 
all 
careen. 


But in going to the United States they 
do not take their leave of their native 
country. 
Change our political condi- 


tion, ameliorate oar economic situation 
so that Canada will offer natural ad- 
vantages that they find in the neigh- 
boring republic and you will see them 
return to this country which they have 
cause to love and from which they have 
only been driven by necessity."

Betas*! to Fuse and Lost the City. 
DEKVBK, Col., April S.—Probably the 


mest hotly contested municipal cam- 
paign ever experienced in Denver ended 
yesterday, and the result is the elec- 
tion of Van Horn, republican, for may- 
or, and the entir* republican ticket by 
at least 1,000 plurality. There were 
three tickets in the field, republican, 
democrats and populists. Last fall the 
democrats and populists combined car- 
ried the county for Weaver, but they 
failed to fuse in the city campaign, and 
the result Is a sweeping republican vic- 
tory. Returns recieved are from dem- 
ocratic strongholds and show the dem- 
ocratic ticket running behind. The 
vote was v*ry light in comparison to 
last fall.

The Commercial Is the largest bank in 
Victoria, and belonged to an associa- 
tion of banks which recently agreed to 
uphold each other with tho assistance 
of the government The total amount 
of the deposits is over filS.000,000 of 
which fiS.000,000 is kxJged in London.
